Testimonies  Leak  Slowly 


We  have  all  had  our  share  of  fiat  tires  and  are  all  fji’n*- 
iliar  with  the  slow  leak.  The  slow  leak  is  a fairly  common 
failure  of  a tire  value  which  causes  the  tire  to  go  soft  on 
about  a two-week  cycle.  Since  it  impairs  our  steering  in  this 
condition  itdemands  more  air  immiedately. 


THE  FAULT  IS  a particularly  aggreviating  one  and  not 
always  is  it  in  the  valve.  Often  a tiny  nail  or  thorn  which 
escapes  our  examination. 

Many  of  us  are  like  that  . . . even  those  among  us  who 


feel  we  have  a solid  seal  on  ourtestimonies.  Most  of  us  are 
human  enough  to  have  a nail  or  two  allowing  us  to  slip  into 
complacency.  Thus  our  testimony  requires  fi’equent  testing 
and  refilling. 


AT  BYU  WE  HAVE  BEEN  fortunate  in  being  given 
the  opportunity  of  hearing  the  general  authorities  of  the 
Church  address  us  every  week — in  many  areas  of  the  church 
this  is  a once  or  twice  a year  occurance  for  which  the  mem- 
bers travel  many  miles — but  as  in  most  things  which  are 
free  or  easy  to  get  we  often  pass  up  the  opportunity  . 


It  doesn’t  seem  possible  tliat  with  6200  students  on 
campus,  nearly  200  of  which  ai-e  seminary  teachers  that 
only  1400  students  will  attend  the  devotional  lectures  on 
luesday  moimings.  Less  than  one-quarter  of  the  student- 
body  ! True,  BYU  isn  t offering  that  half-credit  durino-  the 
summer,  but  we  think  perhaps  that  the  air  we’d  get  in  our 
testimony  would  more  than  make  up  for  the  half-hour  credit. 

TEST  YOUR  CONVICTIONS  and  see  if  vour  testimony 
really  has  the  proper  pressure.  The  Church  today  has  no  use 
tor  soft  tires  that  will  impair  the  steering;  the  Board  of 
Ti’ustees  and  President  Wilkinson  have  seen  to  it  that  pump- 
ing  stations  are  provided  at  regular  intervals  along  the  road 
01  University  life — there  is  no  excuse  for  being  soft.

Dr.  Ray  C.  Hillam,  Associate 
Professor  of  Political  Science,  is 
going  to  Vietnam,  but  he  is  rather 
pleased  about  it. 

DR.  HILLAM  is  the  recipient  of 
a Fulbright-Hayes  lecturing  award, 
out  will  also  be  doing  administra- 
tive work  at  the  Political  Warfare 
School  at  Dalat,  Vietnam.  The 
school,  presently  located  at  Saigon, 
will  move  into  new  facilities  at 
Dalat  about  200  miles  north  of 
Saigon  during  July.  Dalat  is  con- 
sidered to  be  the  garden  spot  of 
Vietnam.  It  is  at  a much  higher 
altitude  than  Saigon  and  therefore 
much  cooler. 

The  new  school  has  a total  of  31 
buildings.  27  of  them  are  pre- 
fabricated wooden  structures  for 
student  dormitories  and  class 
rooms.  The  main  administration 
building  where  Dr.  Hillam  will 
have  his  office  is  of  masonry  con- 
struction and  was  the  headquarters 
of  the  French  Gendarmerie  Train- 
ing'School. 

THE  VIETNAMESE  are  plan- 
ning to  construct  a permanent  Poli- 
tical Warfare  Staff  College  in  Dalat 
in  the  future.  Land  for  this  purpose 
has  already  been  set  aside,  and  a 
concept  of  what  the  college  should 
consist  of  has  almost  been  complet- 
ed. 

The  college  began  its  existence 
early  in  1960  as  the  Psychological 
Warfare  Training  Center.  It  oper- 
ated strictly  as  a military  service 
school  much  like  United  States  mil- 


itary schools.  In  the  fall  of  1965, 
Major  General  Huynh  Van  Cao, 
Chief  of  the  General  Political  War- 
fare Department  conceived  of  a 
plan  to  start  a two  year  cadet  pro- 
gram in  the  school. 

THIS  PROPOSAL  was  approved 
by  the  Vietnamese  Joint  General 
Staff  and  later  endorsed  by  Gen- 
eral Westmoreland,  commander  of 
the  United  States  forces  in  Viet- 
nam. 

Following  this  approval  a pro- 
posed program  of  instruction  was 
prepared  and  submitted  for  con- 
sideration. On  March  18th  of  this 
year  the  Prime  Minister  signed  a 
decree  redesignating  the  school  the 
Political  Warfare  College,  raising 
it  to  university  status  and  paving 
the  way  for  an  eventual  four  year 


program. 

ACCORDING  TO  DR.  HILLAM 

the  school  will  tutor  students  in 
effectively  countering  internal  or 
guerrilla  warfare.  It  will  stress 
political  science,  economics,  and 
social  variables  as  part  of  the  com- 
prehensive counterinsurgency  pro- 
gram. 

Dr.  Hillam  intends  to  do  some 
travel,  research,  and  writing  while 
in  South  Vietnam.  Besides  doing 
some  lecturing  at  the  college,  he 
will  be  an  advisor  on  curriculum 
for  the  school.  His  wife,  the  former 
Carolyn  Sanders  of  Salt  Lake  City, 
and  his  four  children  will  remain 
in  Provo. 

THIS  IS  THE  SECOND  trip  to 
Asia  for  Dr.  Hillam.  As  a junior  in 
college  he  spent  the  year  at  Sophia 


University  in  Tokyo,  Japan.  He  has 
also  traveled  extensively  in  Eu- 
rope. 

At  BYU,  Hillam  has  been  Direct- 
or of  the  International  Relations 
Program  since  its  inception  in 
1963.  He  went  to  Salzburg,  Austria 
in  the  spring  of  1965  with  the  first 
BYU  Semester  Abroad  Program. 

AT  THE  PRESENT  time  he  is 
engaged  in  research  for  a book  en- 
titled The  Role  of  the  Elite  in  In- 
surgency Operations.  Dr.  David  K. 
Hart,  also  of  the  political  science 
dept,  is  co-authoring  the  book  with 
Dr.  Hillam.  Doctor  Hillam  has  done 
considerable  research  in  this  area 
and  plans  to  do  more  while  in 
Southeast  Asia.  His  doctoral  dis- 
sertation was  written  on  “Insur- 


gent Communism:  The  Problem!^ 
C 0 u n t e r insurgency  in  Mala^, 
South  Vietnam,  and  the  Phillip- 
ines.”  He  was  also  the  principle 
investigator  for  the  United  Stat* 
Naval  Ordinance  Test  Station  in 
China  Lake,  California.  In  tbs 
position  he  was  in  charge  of  a S20,- 
OOO  research  grant  on  unconven- 
tional warfare. 

Dr.  Hillam  received  his  bacheloo 
degree  from  the  University  of  Utah, 
his  Masters  from  George  Washing- 
ton University,  in  Washington,  D.C. 
and  his  Doctorate  from  The  Am« 
lean  University,  also  in  Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

This  past  year,  Dr.  Hillam  hasi 
served  as  Bishop  of  the  BYU  i5th 
Ward. 
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grant  and  will  also  assist  in  the  curriculum  planning  for  ■ 
the  new  Vietnamese  War  College  being  built  in  Dalat.  1 1

A Cougar  Golf  Team  which  had 
entered  the  NCAA  with  high  hopes 
of  placing  in  the  top  five  saw  those 
hopes  diminish  as  they  faltered 
on  the  wind-swept  Stanford  Uni- 
versity Golf  Course  and  finished 
a disappointing  tenth. 

WINNING  the  team  title,  which 
was  decided  after  the  first  two 
rounds  of  the  four-day  tournament 
was  Houston  University.  With  a 
virtual  stranglehold  on  the  NCAA 
Golf  Crown,  Houston  has  won  nine 
championships  in  the  last  eleven 
years. 

The  tenth  place  finish  by  BYU

Open  in  San  Francisco  and  won 
the  amateur  title  there,  while  Tay- 
lor successfully  defended  his  title 
in  the  Mississippi  State  Amateur 
Golf  Tournament. 

INDIVIDUALLY  the  top  three 
scorers  for  the  Cougars  were  Tay- 
lor who  shot  rounds  of  76-73,  Miller 
with  74-78,  and  Allin,  72-82.  Taylor 
and  Miller  with  149  and  152  re- 
spectively survived  the  cut  for  the 
last  two  rounds.
